was more popularly known, Joe Jefferson, 
died in 1906, and I was fortunate enough 
to have met him about a year before that. 
He was making a farewell tour at the time, 
and he was appearing in several of his 
us successes. Among these was “ The 

ivals’’ in. which Jefferson played the 
part of “ Bob Acres.’’. Another fanmus 
réle of his was ' Rip Van Winkle,’’ in 
which I saw ‘him’ as the result of the 
pleasure which he had given me in 
Sheridan’s comedy, and also because it. 
was Jefferson himself who invited me to 
see him in the part of the legendary hero 
of the Catskill Mountains. 

I had been in America about a month, 
and, during that time, I had seen. several 
plays and had not. been impressed by any 
one of them. I found much to criticise 
in American acting, which struck me as. 
being very unfinished. A friend, living 
in Brooklyn, invited “me to dinner one: 
evening, amM, at the appointed time, I 
met him at his office in the financial’ 
district *Sgoywnmtown’’ in New~ York . I.

My host had not mentioned any post- 
prandial plans, and I was more or less 
at a loss to know what was expected of 
me. However, my mind was made up 
for me when, at a quarter to eight, my 
host announced that we had just fifteen 
minutes in which to reach the Montank 
Theatre. He had, he said, obtained. seats 
for that night’s performance with great 
difficulty, as it was “Joe Jefferson’s last 
appearance in Breoklyn or in New York.” 

is information conveyed nothing to me. 
I had never heard of Jefferson, and I did 
not even trouble to ask who he was, or 
what he was playing. I learnt afterwards 
that the name of the play had been 
purposely not mentioned, as my friend 
said that he felt sure that I would have 
entered thé theatre with my mind quite 
made up not to like the American actor 
in @ part associated in my experiente of 
the theatre with English actors. 


A GREAT “BOB ACRES.” s 


‘When I discovered the play to be “ The 
Rivals,’’ I confess that I did feel a wave 
of prejudice come over me. However, as 
the performance progressed, I yielded 
gradually to the playing of Jefferson and 
his company, and 1 was willing to admit 
at the end of the play that he was a creat 
““Bob Acres.’’ Théreupon, my host led me 
around to the stage-door, at which he was 
apparently well-known, and, in a moment 
of so, I found myself being introduced to 
Jefferson in his dressing-room. Without 
his make-up, Jefferson looked very old, 
and, while not feeble, he had shed all that 
eee. with»which. he had. endowed 
‘Bob Acres.’ On learhing that I was an 
Irishman newly come from Ireland, the 
old man recalled a visit to Dublin Which 
he had made in his private capacity. 
The conversation gradually gravitated to 
the plays of Sheridan, and, finally, to 
Sheridan himself. 

Jefferson had, all his life, been a 
devoted admirer of Sheridan, whom his 
father had known in London. He had 
many relics of the famous Irish play- 
wright, and he mentioned -one which, in 
these days of Gate and other’ theatres 
maintained more or less by subscription 
methods,‘ should be of peculiar interest 
to everybody concerned in the theatre. 


AN INDENTURE. 


Everybody knows that Sheridan was 
manacer of Drury Lane Theatre from 
1776 to.1809. In that capacity his annual 
income occasionally’ ran as high ás 
£10,000. For those days that sum was 
immense Of possibilities, but the sad fact 
remains that Sheridan was frequently in 
desperate need of money. He was 
evidently of a resourceful nature; and 
even original in his methods of obtaining 
the wherewithal—as witnesseth the docu- 
ment in the possession of Jefferson on 
which the signature of Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan appeared twice. 

It was the original indenture drawn 
up between the trustees of Drury Lane, 
of whom Sheridan was the dominating 
factor, and one Anne Ward, who was 
obviously a good friend to the author of 
“The School for Scandal.’’ This 
indenture ‘set forth that, in consideration 
of .the sum of five hundred pounds in hand 
paid, Anne Ward became entitled to free 
seats at all evening performances at Drury 
Lane, for no less a period than oné 
hundred and three years. The document 
was drawn up and signed in 1793, and, by 
limitation of time, it expired in 1896. 


TWO QUESTIONS. 


Two things about this agreement 
aroused our curiosity. One was, why was 
the. period extended for three years 
beyond the century, and the other, why 
was the lady in question not given the 
same privileze for matineés? Jefferson 
could think of no explanation for either 
circumstance. I was nfuch impressed by 
the fact that the “ pass” had expired 
less than teu years previously, and I 
wondered if the Drury Lane management 
had continued to honour its bond to the 
end—presuming, of course, that the 
privilege guaranteed had continued to be 
claimed by the heirs or descendants of 
the late Anne Ward. Perhaps, it would 
even now be possible to get some informa- 
tion on the matter from the present Drury 
Lane authorities. 

It .did not become disclosed how the 
indenture came into Jefferson’s possession, 
and it did not occur to me at the time to 
ask. I forgot all about the incident until 
a day or so ago, when, on looking over an 
American newspaper, I read that 
Jefferson’s library was to be put up for 
sale.- That night, however, on reaching 
my rooms in New York, I had made a note 
of what Jefferson had told me,. and, 
digging into an old trunk. yesterday, I 
found the note-book intact. 

Perhaps, some close student of English 
theatrical history may be able to identify 
Anne «Ward, who was “ angel ’’—to use 
a modern theatrical term—enough to 
finance Sheridan’s production to the tune 
of £500, and received in return only

Cherry Kearton: for Dublin. 


Mr..Cherry Kearton, who will give the. 
last ,of “the .series of six. Christmas 
lectures arrangéd by the Royal Dublin.

Mr. F. R. Higgins, I am now told, is 
not the only young Irish poet who is 
presently engaged in writing a first novel.

Probably the early settlers were struck 
with the remarkab!e resemblance hetween 
the original Irish name and the quaintly 
charming English name Rosegarland, and 
renamed the townland accordingly. 

It is interesting to note that the first 
magpies ever seen in Ireland landed here. 

Robert Leigh, of Rosegarland, writing 
in 1684, stated: ‘‘ About eight years ago 
there Janded in these parts a 
parcel of magpiés, which now breed.” As 
the magpie is a bird which seldom travels 
far, and is helpless in a storm at sea, it 
is believed that ali the magpies in Ireland 
are descendants of this one flock of less 
than a dozen, which were blown into Co. 
Wexford on a strong easterly gale, some- 
where about the year 1676. 


A Reautiful City. 


I was very interested, when reading 
during the holidays, a book published in 
1808, to see that Dublin was described as 
the second citv of the British Empire, 
and also one of the most beautiful in the 
world, and at that time fhe Lord Mayor 
of the city was a Baron of the realm 
during his year of office. About this 
time an Act of Parliament was passed to 
widen the streets of the city. The Corpora- 
tion, was empowered to widen all narrow 
and inconvenient streets and take down 
decayed buildings, all expenses being 
defrayed by parliamentary grants. 

Many streets were improved, parti- 
cularly Dame street and College Green, 
in a style of grandeur in keeping with the 
claim of beifig one of the most handsome 
cities in the world. Thirty public 
fountains were also erected in the prin- 
cipal parts of the town, ornamented with 
statuary, in a classical style. Trinity 
College and the Senate House in College 
Green, at that time, were said to be the

HOW CRIMINALS ARE 
CAUGHT. | 


— 


(By an Ex-Ofticial of New Scotland 
Yard.’’) 


Sine Melville MacNaghten, when he was 
Chief of the Criminal Investigation 
Department of New Scotland Yard, used 
to say that his best officer was “ Inspector 
Luck.’’ Indeed, there is probably no 
detective living, however briiliant his 
work, who will not admit that luck plays 
a most important part in the detection of 
crime. 

This was strikingly demonstrated in the 
ease of a man who had embezzled a large 
sum of money, and was known to have 
taken, a ticket for a certain seaport. The 
detective followed, but imadvertemly 
use to change trains at one station, 
and was carried on to a small town on the 
branch line. Here he found that he had 
several hours to wait for a train to take 
him. back, and, as it was a wet day, he 
went into the principal hotel. In the 
billiard-room he found a visitur amusing 
himself, and a game was proposed. In 
the course of it the stranger removed his 
coat and turned up his shirt-cuffs, thus 
revealing certain tattoo-marks. The 
detective was instantly reminded that the 
missing thief was similarly embellished ; 
and, comparing him with his opponent, 
he saw that the latter only needed a beard 
and moustache to answer the description 
furnished. In brief, he arrested the man 
and verified his suspicions. The seaport 
ticket was merely a ruse to blind pursuit, 
the criminal having done by design what 
his pursuer did By accident. 


TROPMANN’S CASE. 


A not less striking illustration was 
experienced by the French police when a 
youth named Troppmann was arrested in 
a café at Havre, where he was inquiring as 
to the formalities necessary for a passage 
to America. On being told that, first of 
all, his papers must be in order, he 
admitted that he had none, and a 
yendarme, who overheard the conversation, 
took him into custody on this account. 
When he was searched, documents were 
found connecting him with the Pantin 
murder, which was causing an immense 
sensation; and eventually it transpired 
that this hoy—he was but nineteen—had 
in the most cold-blooded manner murdered 
a whole family of eight in order to secure 
their small possessions for himself. But 
for this chance arrest the crime would 
probably have remained a mystery; for 
the police had fastened it upon the 
father of the murdered family, who was, 
however, one of the victims. 

In one case, known to the writer, the 
toss of a coin Jed to the arrest of a 
notorious criminal. A detective was on 
the hunt for a smart scoundrel who had 
been reaping a rich harvest by means of 
the confidence trick. He was known to 
frequent race-courses on the look-out for 
victims; and for weeks the detective 
travelled the country, attending various 
meetings, but without success. At Jast he 
was on the point of giving up the case in 
despair, but resolved, to try once more. 
He found that there were two race meet- 
ings for that day, and, as he could not 

ossibly attend both, he had to choose. 
He tossed up for it, and fortune befriended 
him at last; for he found the man at the 
meeting which the coin decided that he 
should attend. 

On another occasion the same officer 
obtained the address of a missing thief 
very luckily. He had shadowed a woman 
to a telegraph office, where she sent off a 
message which he knew to contain the 
information he wanted. The post office 
people could not tell him—they are not 
allowed to divulge anything—but, acting 
on a sudden idea, he went to the compart- 
ment which the woman had used, end 
there was the message. It had been 
written with a hard pencil, and was 
clearly indented on the blank form below. 

One day a smart young man presented 
himself for admission into the Rochester 
Police Force. He was a man of splendid 
physique, and would have “ won his blue” 
without doubt or delay but for one fact. 
It was noticed that the applicant had 
feet of abnormal size—in fact, precisely 
sit feet as were owned by a criminal 
whom the police were in search of at the 
time. The man was arrested on suspicion, 
and, recognising that “ the game was up,” 
he confessed that he was the burglar who 
was so badly wanted. 


FORCE OF HABIT. i 


Many a criminal has been betrayed by 
an unconscious habit that he has formed. 
This was the experience of an abscc ne 
cashier just as he was on the point o 
getting clear away with his spoil. A New 
Scotland Yard detective, was keeping an 
eye at Cannon street station on the 
passengers who were travelling by the 
coutinental traias, when he noticed a well- 
dressed man in conversation with a porter. 
More than once he observed the passenger 
raise his hand to his upper lip to cur] his 
moustache, and drop it again in evident 
confusion and annoyance; for his lip 
was clean-shaven. This action and the 
confusion that followed it aroused the 
detective’s suspicions. He accosted the 
man by his name, and the cashier, 
startled out of his disguise, and seeing 
that he was caught, surrendered. 

It was another detective who, when 
lunching in a London restaurant, observed 
a young man enter and, before taking his 
seat at a neighbouring table, take out his 
handkerchief, and, after flicking the 
crumbs away, tuck it unconsciously under 
his left arm. This was quite sufficient for 
the detective; he knew that an Italiam 
waiter was wanted for a crime. Without 
any hesitation, he laid his hands on the 
man whose habit of flicking tables and 
tucking his napkin under his arm had so 
unconsciously revealed his calling.

whispers of the winds from the four quarters 
of the globe. There it stood, a mere sapling 
probably, in the year 560, and its tender 

oun bin fluttered to the tidings of the 
ast Convention at Tara. The annual rings 
that mark its age. show a mere KW Ns 
between the Tara date and that of the Hep- 
tarchy in England. Another few inches of 
growth indicates the space of time from that 
to the time when Charlemagne became 
Emperor of the West. By that time even, 
for what was destined to be a very 
Methusaleh of a tree, it. must have been 
coming to years of discretion, and apt to 
look on great world-events with a certain 
amount of indifference. 

When Christopher Columbus discovered 
America, probably our Wellingtonia merely 
wondered what he wanted to do that for, 
and the story of the Spagish Armada and 
its fate left it cold. me foreboding of 
future happenings may have made it lend a 
ready ear to accounts from Ireland of the 
Siege of Derry and the Battle of the Boyne. 
It is more than likely that its ancient roots 
may have felt warning shivers pass through 
them if in 1890 a story reached it that in 
that same far away and distressful country 
some energetic folk had founded an instrtu- 
tion known as the Science and Art Museum. 
It may have kuown that the divine right of 
kings had become a mere empty phrase; but 
what is a king of the longest line, with a 
possible three score years and ten of life, to 
a tree that has reared its proud crest to the 
skies during the passing of over thirteen 
centuries? With what contempt and indig- 
nation it must have viewed the squad of 
puny humans that came to carry out the 
decree of execution passed against it, with 
their tools and mechanisms undreamed of 
during the first few hundred years of its 
existence. And here we have had it now in 
Dublin for many years, or, at least, a small 
portion of it, for all to see and touch, and 
say, “ Fancy that!’ or whatever futile ex- 
clamation the observer may deem adequate 
to sum up the wonder of it.

HOW THINGS ARE DONE IN 
THE SOLOMON ISLANDS. 


Yesterday afternoon Mr. Clifford W. 
Collinson continued his account of the 
wonders of life in.the South Sea Islands to a 
very large audience at the Royal Dublin 
Suciety’s Hall, Ballsbridge. After his 
lecture on the previous day, he said, he had 
been asked how he came to take up residence 
in the islands. It came about, it appears, in 
a very sudden way. He happened to have 
been sitting idly playing the piano in «a 
Sydney hotel one day, and a man in the 
room got into conversation with him, and 
quite casually suggested that he should come 
back with him when he left next day at noon 
for the Solomon Islands. Without eveu 
knewing very exactly where the Solomon 
Islands were, Mr. Collinson agreed, went out 
and bought a ticket for the journey, and the 
next day sailed from Sydney Harbour with 
his new acquaintance 

The miethods of trading with the natives 
were described by Mr. Collinson in a 
humorous manner, as well as the lengthy 
business they make of examining ‘the goods 
offered in exchange for their copra. 

Visitors of his own colour to Mr. Collinson’s 
island are not numerous: his nearest white 
neighbour is thirty miles away, but some- 
times a vessel is seen coming into his little 
harbour, and he goes down at once to offer 
hospitality. The difficulties of entertaining 
with a staff of black hoys are many, and even 
the simplest of menus can be served up in a 
most surprising manner. On one occasion, 
when a Government official on a tour of in. 
spection was the guest, he was treated to a 
dinner at which the roast chickens were 
brought to table veiled in what was to have 
been served as tomato soup, the tinned cauli- 
flower came in straight from the tin, and 
the tinned peaches were boiled. The boiled 
potatoes were the only real success of the 
meal. While attending at table the black 
boy's only garment came undone and fell off: 
hut the visitor said that he had never enjoyed 
a dinner so much in his life. 

The mystery that. underlies life in the 
South Seas was indicated in a very thriliirg 
tale of an earthquake, which the lecturer was 
accused of having caused. He had gone with 
a friend to another island, where he saw and 
coveted an idol, the property of a chief who 
was supposed to have become a Christian. 
Negotiations for the purchase of the idol 
failed at first, and Mr. Collinson ingeniousiy 
suggested to the local missionary that +t 
se med odd that one of his converts should 
show such reluctance to part with the 
symbol of his former faith. 

At length matters were arranged, and he 
received the idol in exchange for some goods. 
He returned with his booty, and the idol was 
established in his friend’s store. That night 
a very serious earthquake shock occurred, and 
he found to his surprise that he was held 
responsible for it, through having brought 
away the idol from its proper surroundings 
Certainly, he said, ill-Inck dogged him afte: 
the transaction, and finally he gave away 
the idol to a man who broke his arm im- 
mediately after. The idol was then returned 
to him, and he passed it on to another of his 
rapidly-narrowing circle of friends. The new 
possessor presentiv. reported that his trea- 
sured Airedale had been killed, and the idul 
was again returned. He has now presented it 
to the Roval Geographical Society Museum, 
where it has, so far, done no harm.

IN CATTLE.

\ DANGER TO IRISH HERDS. 


\ccording to reports which have been 
ved by the Department of Agriculture in 
in, contagious abortion, or “slinging,”’ 

cattle is prevalent in many parts of the 
try. Unfortunately, too, many farmers 
not realise the serious nature of this 

ease, and fail to take the necessary pre- 
tions when an outbreak occurs, with the 
result that net only do serious losses ‘occur 
individual owners, but cumulative losses 
occasioned to the nation which cannot be 
ewed otherwise than with grave concern. 
it not infrequently happens that the infection 
allowed to spread. ibrenahs a whole herd, 
is communicated to other herds, with con- 
sequent serious loss in either case, which 
to a large extent, have been avoided 
if proper precautionary measures had been 
adopted the moment the disease disclosed 
itself, These - precautions consist in the 
immediate isolation of the affected -animal, 
and the thorough disinfection of any premises 
which had been used by it. 

Contagious abortion may be introduced 
into a healthy herd in a variety of ways, but 
the most common of these is the bringing in 
among healthy animals of cows or heifers 
purchased from outside which, unknown to 
the purchaser, are affected by the disease. 
It is, therefore, of the utmost importance that 
newly-purchased animals should: be sub- 
jected to,the blood test by a qualified 
veterinary surgeon before they are allowed to 
mix with the other cattle. 

Should an animal abort from any cause 
she should be regarded as a ‘“‘suspect’’ and 
immediately isolated, and the stall which she 
occupied should be thoroughly disinfected. 
A veterinary surgeon should be called in and 
his advice as to the treatment of the affected 
animal, and also the remainder of the herd, 
should be strictly carried out, : 

lhe effective prevention and treatment of 
contagious abortion in cattle is regarded as 
of such importance to the cattle-raising and 
dairying industries that the Department of 
Agriculture have arranged that blood samples 
submitted by recognised veterinary surgeons 
practising in Saorstat Eireann will be tested 
iree- of charge at the Department’s 
Veterinary Research Laboratory, and that 
vaccine will be supplied to them at the 
nominal price of ls. per dose. Applications 
should be made to the Director, 
‘esearch Laboratory, Thorndale, 
condra, Dublin, N.EkE.4. 

Under the Diseases of Animals Act 
(Epizootie Abortion Order, 1925), heavy 
penalties can be imposed on persons exposing 
animals suffering from this disease in a 
market, fair or sale-yard, or sending such 
animals for service to a bull, or allowing 
cattle so affected to graze on a common or 
unenclesed land with cattle belonging to 
other owners.

NEW ROADS AND STREETS. 


The main task of providing new streets and 
road surfaces having been virtually completed 
during 1927, the Commissioners’ efiorts during 
1928 were concentrated on mecting the urgent 
demands of modern traffic in other directions. 
They widened portion of South Great George's 
street ; widened Mount Prospect avenue, Dolly- 
mount, and opened up a new road between astle 
avenue and Vernon avenue, Clontarf, as well 
as extending Belgrove road to join the new 
road. Close upon 40,000 square yards of road 
surface were laid down in asphalt, concrete 
and sheet asphalt in this particular section. 

Victoria quay was widened, and. the 
Chapelizod road was asphalted. Under the 
Road Grants 47,000 square yards of roadways 
were treated at Whitworth road, Malahide 
road, the new‘Cabra road, Upper Drumcondra 
and Grattan Crescent, Inchicore. , 

Considerable progress was, made with the 
North Lotis drainage scheme, and, in 
addition, large road areas in this section were 
sprayed and re-surfaced. 

The widening of Church street effected con- 
siderable improvement in that area. 

Six hundred new street name plates in 
Irish and English were put up during 1928. 


HOUSING SCHEMES. 


The housing activities of the Commissioners 
have been maintained, and great progress has 
been: made.. In the area between Upper 
Drumcondra and Glasnevin 535 houses have 
now been completed, almost all of which are 
occupied.

has been away in South America on a 
tour of “ friendship,’’ and, as President 
Coolidge will remain at the White House 
until March, nobody expected that he 


would go to Washington so soon. It 


seems, however, that the Republican 
Party “' bosses ’’ insist on his presence in 
the capital during the next few weeks, in 
order that he may take a hand in the 
political game without further delay. A 
curious situation has arisen. Among all 
the issues of American politics by far 
the most important is that of farm relief. 
When Mr. Hoover consented to accept the 
Republican nomination he was opposed 
strongly by the farming community, on 
the ground that he had no interest in 
agriculture; and it was charged that 
during the war he had worked against the 
American farmers on behalf of European 
States. In order to placate the Middle 
West, therefore, Mr. Hoover and his sup- 
potters made all sorts of promises to 
the farmers. A pledge was given that 
measures for farm relief would be 
introduced during the coming session of 
Congress, and the agricultural representa- 
tives now are demanding its instant fulfil- 
ment. Unfortunately, two other measures 
also call for immediate attention. One is 
the Kellogg Peace Pact, which must be 
ratified or rejected during the coming 
session, and the other is the Cruiser Bill. 

These measures must take precedence 
over everything else, and each of them 
promises to create a lively discussion in 
Congress. The advocates of the Kellogg 
Pact are opposed to the Cruiser’ Bill, while 
the “Big Navy” party has little or no 
affection for a peace policy. Mr. Hoover's 
task will be to persuade Congress to pass 
both measares; but, unless he can give the 
farmers some satisfactory guarantee that 
their interests will not be overlooked 
afterwards, he may find considerable 
difficulty in reconciling the conflicting 
views of the twogroups. Naturally enough, 
the Democrats will be eager to make 
matters awkward for Mr. Hoover, whose 
activities, furthermore, will be hampered 
by the fact that President Coolidge has 
not yet left office. On the whole, the 
Democrats are inclined to favour Mr. 
Kellogg’s Pact ; but, if they should see a 
political advantage in support of the 
“Big Navy” scheme to-morrow, they 
would not have the least hesitation in 
seizing it. Before Mr. Hoover assumes 
office, therefore, he is likely to find his 
political gifts taxed to the uttermost. His 
own views on the navy problem have been 
concealed with much skill; but, inasmuch 
as he has undertaken to maintain the 
policy of his predecessor in all its 
essentials, he undoubtedly will work for 
the ratification of the Kellogg Pact. His 
greatest difficulty at present is to keep 
the farmers quiet until the Pact and the 
Navy Bill are out of the way; for the 
Middle Western agriculturists hold a 
strong position in Congress. 

A further complication is provided by 
that Mr. Hoover's party 
which is agitating for higher tariffs. 
According to the Correspondent of 
The Times in Washington, “ the boys ’”’ 
are ‘‘running hog-wild’’ on this matter, 
and the new President will be con- 
fronted with demands for a general 
raising of the existing Mr. 
Hoover already has committed himself to 
certain tariff increases, but it seems that 
“the boys,” who. represent the industrial 
interests, will be satisfied with nothing 
less than a prohibitive tariff, involving a 
virtual exclusion of foreign goods. Such 
a policy, of course, would be ruinous) in 
the long run; for it would defeat its own 
end. Jf the present tariffs are increased 
substantially, there will be corresponding 
measures against United States goods in 
Europe and South America. The manu- 
facturers are pushing their protectionist 
policy to absurd extremes, and, as Mr. 
Hoover is known to be opposed to ex- 
tremes of any kind, he probably will fall 
foul of them before he has been long in 
ofice. There is a very definite limit to 
the earning power of American industry. 
It has built up a remarkable trade under 
the shelter of its tariff wall, but its 
success 1s due almost entirely to the fact 
that it has such an enormous home 
market. Sooner or later saturation point 
must be reached in that market, and then 
the value of the export trade will become 
apparent. In the meanwhile, Mr, Hoover 
will be exceedingly foolish if he 
encourages “the boys”; for their policy 
is economic madniess.

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The Motor Omnibus. 


The first issue of Bus and Coach, which 
has reached us from London, may be 
accepted as proof that a new industry has 
“found itself ” in these islands. Bus 
and Coach, a substantial magazine, will 
be published monthly and will be 
‘‘ devoted entirely to the important and 
growing industry of passenger vehicle 
operation on roads.’’- Amid much tech- 
nical matter the first issue contains at 
least one article which has a lively 
interest for the Irishman in the street. 
Here the motor omnibus is a recent 
arrival, which is not yet fitted into 
Ireland's economic scheme. of things. The 
problems which it has raised—taxation, 
road maintenance, competition inter se 
and with railways—remain unsolved and 
are subjects of acute controversy. Great 
Britain’s stage of development is hardly 
more advanced, but the United States 
have been using the motor omnibus for 
fourteen years ; and their larger experience 
ought to have instruction for us. In Bus 
and Coach Mr. Walter Jackson, of New 
York, reviews the beginnings and progress 
of.the American industry. It started in 


California, where the first motor omni- ! 
i 


| carded for later designs.” To these soon 


were added a vast number of “ jitneys ”’ 


“or sey peter Fords; and both 
suddenly ‘challenged the tramways in 


scores of cities. To-day the motor omni- 
bus works mainly in co-ordination with 
the tramways; but there was the 
apparently inevitable period of muddle, 
road congestion and cut-throat competi- 
tion. The pioneers had no perception of 
costs; they invaded one another’s routes, 
and, in Mr. Jackson’s words, “ the law's 
lack of prescience with regard to auto- 
motive transportation soon produced a 
chaotic condition.’’ The. evolution of 
order frbm this chaos has been achieved 
gradually by the decrees of State and 
city governments. Most of the States now 
permit new routes only on the issue of 
‘‘ certificates of necessity and conveni- 
ence,” and city licences generally are 
refused to omnibus companies which seek 
to operate within a quarter of a mile of 
existing services. In some cities smaller 
omnibus companies have sold out to the 
tramways, and, while many of the inter- 
urban electric railways have been killed 
by the new traffic, the more efficient have 
been able to hold their own. In America, 
as now in Great Britain and Ireland, 
there was an outcry against the omnibus 
companies’ freedom from taxes and regu- 
lation; and development in this respect 
has been twofold. -Many tramways have 
been relieved of payment for the surface 
paving. On the other hand, most States 
now ‘have a ‘‘ gallonage tax’ for all 
classes of highway users; and, in addition 
to this petrol tax (varying from 1d. to 
2id. per gallon), there are specific taxes 
for “ ride-selling use of the highways.” 
The State of Alabama, for instance, levies 
a tax of 150 dollars per annum on 21-40 
seated vehicles, plus a tax of three per 
cent. of all gross income obtained within 
the State. Mr. Jackson’s conclusion is 
that American conditions are approaching 
stability. Consolidations of the more 
experienced omnibus companies are tho 
order of the day. The prosperous rail- 
ways have bought up many independent 
operators, and railways and tramways are 
eager bidders for new omnibus services. 
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‘New Wave-Lengths. 


The 13th of January will be an im- 
portant date in the brief, but astonishing, 
history of wireless telegraphy. On that 
day “the sightless couriers of the air” 
will be directed, from hundreds of broad- 
casting stations, along new paths. The 
great majority of European stations, aiter 
counsel which lasted many months, have 
agreed upon a tentative plan for a re- 
distribution of wave-lengths. This new 
arrangement, which is known as the 
plan de Brurelles, will be tried experi- 
mentally from the 13th of January. The 
rapid increase in the number of broad- 
casting stations three years ago made an 
international union essential if the 
dangerous tendency towards laissez faire 
was to be checked. An agreement, called 
the plan de Genéve, then was drawn up 
by a number of technical experts. To 
every nation was allotted a certain number 
of wave-lengths for its own use, and a 
certain number which might be shared 
with other countries. The continual in- 
crease of European stations, however, has 
made necessary further changes. The 
wave-lengths which are now used by many 
stations will be altered. Measures also 
may be taken to ensure that the new wave- 
lengths actually are maintained. — Better 
co-operation will be forthcoming, it is 
hoped, in the future; and the “ listener- 
in’’ may have less trouble from ‘sweet 
bells jangled,”’ or from that “ grinding 
and grunting’ which an eminent musician 
described, rather unfairly, as an essential 
accompaniment of ‘‘ wireless.’” Freedom 
in the ether always must make for con- 
fusion. Under the tentative plan the Irish 
Free State has two wave-lengths—one of 
411 and the other of 222.2 metres. The 
former length, according to the announce- 
ment which is made to-day by the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs, is suitable 
for the high-power broadcasting station 
that, some day, perhaps, will be built in 
Ireland 


Dublin’s Statues. 


A plan for the better control of traffic 
in Dublin, especially in the neighbourhood 
of O'Connell Bridge, is being considered 
by the City Commissioners. Much in- 
convenience would be avoided if the bridge 
carried two streams of vehicles only—one 
stream moving North and the other South. 
Would the removal of the Smith O’Brien 
statue facilitate such an arrangement? 
Many people who have studied Dublin’s 
traffic problems answer “ Yes,” and they 
cite other parts of the city which are 
decorated with statues that ‘‘ never would 
be missed.” Indeed, a general clearance 
of gpublic statues has been proposed 
seriously as a solution of all traffic difficul- 
ties. The fate of Nelson’s Pillar once 
more is under discussion, and it is 
suggested that the Commissioners ought 
to apply for statutory power to remove it. 
We hope that the Commissioners wil] not 
follow advice which would leave Dublin a 
city without statues. They have made 
many excellent reforms since the beginning 
of their term of office. They have 
modernised the city in some important 
respects, and have given. us cleaner and 
comelier streets, but they have not de- 
prived Dublin of what a modern writer 
has called “glamour.’’ It still reveals 
itself, even to strangers, as a place which 
has a long and storied past. Many of 
Dublin’s statues are not masterpieces of 
art, but all are connected with personali- 
ties and with events that stirred very 
deeply the imaginations of bygone citizens: 
They represent varying. aspirations and 
ideals, but they are memorials of wide- 
spread and genuine feeling. If they go, a 
large part of the distinction which made 
Dublin a Eurbpean metropolis wil] go 
with them, and the city wil! appear to the 
casual visitor a noteless provincial town 
rather than the capital of a modern State. 
The view from O'Connell Bridge would he 
impoverished sadly by the loss of Nelson’s 
Pillar or of the O'Connell Monument.

A packet which was brought\over from 
the United States on the liner Olympic 
was conveyed to Buckingham Palace yes- 
terday afternoon by a King’s Home 
Service Messenger. It was sealed up in 
a Foreign Office bag, and was taken direct 
to Sir Clive Wigram, one of the King’s 
Egquerries. 

At the Palace last night it was officially 
stated that the packet contained a pre- 


which was used by the Allied Armies 
during the war for the sterilisation of 
wounds.

Dr. William O'Neill Sherman, of the 
Carnegie Steel Company, Pittsburgh, very 
kindly suggested some time ago sending 
a supply of the solution for the treatment 
of the King, and this offer was thank- 
fully accepted. Dr. Sherman has been 
chief surgeon to the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany since 1909. He is chief surgeon 
also to the.«subsidiary companies of the 
United States Steel Corporation. He was 
born at Pine Grove, Pennsylvania, in 
1880, was a student of Ranklin and 
Marshall Colleges, and obtained his degree 
at Pennsylvania University in 1901. He 
is a Fellow of the American College of 
Surgeons and a member of the American 
Iron and Stee] Institute, the American 
Public Health Association and the Penn- 
sylvania Academy of Medicine. He is a 
Republican and a Mason, and lives at 
Pittsburgh. 

An American doctor in London ex- 
plained last night that the preparation is 
carried into the wound through a small 
rubber tube, which is fed from a 
receptacle placed above the patient. The 
continuous flow of the solution through 
the tube into the wound has the effect 
of washing away septic matter as it forms, 
and thus gives the wound a chance of 
healing.

FRENCH DEPUTIES’ 
SALARIES. 


CABINET DISSENSION. 


‘From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

Several newspapers this morning declare 
that the question of the raising of parlia- 
mentary salaries has created dissension in 
the Cabinet betwegn M. Poincaré and 
some of his colleagues. 

According to Le Journal, the disagree- 
ment was accentuated yesterday evening 
as a result of a private conference which 
took place. M. Poincaré is said to be in 
favour of the clause of the bill dealing 
with the increase of salaries being voted 
upon as a arate measure apart from 
the Finance Bill. geet 

In the course of yesterday’s delibera- 
tions between M. Poincaré and M. Cheron 
(the Finance Minister) the former 1s 
reported to have decided to withhold his 
support from the measure and the latter 


to support it. 


The Echo de Paris states that M. Poin- 
caré considers that the Government ought 
not to interfere in:a matter which con- 
cerns Parliament alone. He considers, 
moreover, that an increase of salaries 
would create a bad impression in the 
country. 

The newspaper adds that if M. Poin- 
caré’s colleagues desire to continue to 
interfere in these questions he may 
consider the question of resigning on 
January 2. . 

The Echo de Paris expresses the hope 
that a solution of the difficulties will be 
found by the voting upon the proposed 
increase as a separate measure. 

Le Matin ‘states that. the Cabinet has 
decided that M. Cheron, Minister of 
Finance, shall present to the Senate on 
behalf of the Government the text of a

PURSUIT BY TROOPS.

 Reuter’s Agency is informed that the 
Afghan Legation in London has received 
telegrams from the Foreign Office at 
Kabul. dated as late as Thursday night. 
The rebels have been dislodged from 
several places in the Northern Province 
and are being resolutely pursued by 
Government forces with a view to com- 
In the easte 
province of Jelalabad, the most inapatans 
tribe of all, the Mohmands, have already 
fought on the side of the Government 
against the Shinwaris, thus showing their 
absolute loyalty. 

The Legation categorically contradicts 
any rumours that the Mohmands are con- 
templating a junction with the Shinwaris. 
The Government has now very strong 
forces at Jelalabad, and is ehgaging the 
Shinwaris in the district round Jelalabad. 
It has, according to the latest telegrams, 
compelled the Shinwaris to retreat at one 
important point. It is true that the 
Government is still doing ats best to con- 
ciliate the Shinwaris, and, with that 
object in view, parleys and negotiations 
are being conducted by the Afghan 
Soreign Minister with the tribal leaders, 
but the Legation totally denies that the 
Shinwaris are demanding terms of peace, 
including the removal of the Foreign 
Legations from Kabul, the stoppage of 
students being sent abroad for we im“ ag 
and the recall of girl students from 
Turkey. 


“THE ROYAL FAMILY. 

With regard to the rumour that King 
Amanullah intends to abdicate in favour 
of his. son, this is repudiated by the 
Legation. 

s to the alleged movements of the 
Royal Family, the King is still at his 
palace at Kabul. There is no news, one 
way or the other, as to the movements of 
the Royal ladies, but it is the usual 
practice of the Queen and otlier members 
of the Royal Family to go to the mild 
climate of Kandahar, a day by motor from 
the capital, when the snow starts in 
Kabul. Such a movement has no con- 
nection at all with the political or mili- 
tary situation. 


THE BRITISH LEGATION. 

The Afghan Legation has no direct news 
regarding any damage done to the British 
Legation, and it is certain that whatever 
may have occurred could only have been 
the result of stray shots. It is a matter 
for satisfaction that even the rebel tribes 
have not shown the slightest disposition 
to damage foreign life or property. The 
withdrawal of foreign ladies and children 
was a wise’ pfecautionary measure, taken 
with the full approval of the Afghan 
Government. 

To sum up, adds the Legation, the rebel 
movement in the Eastern Province is 
losing ground, Kabul itself is now normal, 
and in the north the rebels are in full 
flight. 

It has now been abundantly proved, as 
was stated from the beginning,-that the 
present happenings in Afghanistan are 
not in the smallest degree directed against 
foreigners. 


RECENT FIGHTING.

BOXING DAY BOMBARDMENT. 


From Revuter’s CorresPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Friday. 
The latest reports from Afghanistan 
show that the Salang River, which is 
used to provide hydro-electric power for 
Kabul, has been diverted by the »rebels 
into another clrannel, and ®™much fncon- 
venience has naturally been csused by the 
consequent failure of the electric light 
and power for the Government factories. 
By the evening of Christmas Day the 
road between the British Legation and 
Kabul was safe for traffic, but it was 
reported that two small ammunition 
dumps had been captured by rebels in 
Paghman. On Boxing Day, after a heavy 
bombardment, the hills in the immediate 
vicinity of the Legation, fell into the 
hands of the King’s troops, and there are 
no difficulties now in the way of the 
members of the Legation communicating 
freely with India by wireless. 


THE CASUALTIES. 

Tt is believed that, in addition to the 
military attaché’s house; seven other 
buildings in the Legation grounds have 
been severely damaged as the result of 
shell fire, and the stables and power 
house have suffered considerably, though 
fortunately the machinery in the power 
house is iastact. Most of the windows in 
the Legation have been broken by: rifle 
re. 
. A high level tank at the top of the water 
tower was perforated by bullets in several 
places, and had to be repaired under fire. 
Of the Afgharis employed at the Lega- 
tion as watchmen or gardeners, one has 
been killed and two wounded. It appears 
that some of the severest fighting took 
place close round the Legation, both sides 
taking full advantage of the high sur- 
rounding wall. 


IMPROVED SITUATION 


JALALABAD, 
PESHAWAR, Friday. 

Accounts brought by refugees have con- 
firmed the messages received, stating that 
most of the fighting took place in the 
British Legation area, but that the rebels 
advance was checked at Habibia College 
The enemy, however, managed to make a 
small incursion into the plain of Kabul. 
The Ulya Hazrat held a Durbar at 
Kandahar on Saturday, and is reported to 
have received offers of assistance from the 
tribes. 

There is a decided improvement in the 
situation in Jalalabad, indieating that 
the Shinwaris are being isolated. The 
gates of Jalalabad City are held by loyal 
Mohmands and Khugianis inclined to go 
over to the King’s side. 


THE. AIR RESCUES. 
BAGHDAD, Friday. 

Owing to shortage of big aeroplanes in 
India, three Royal Air Force machines, 
capable of carrying fifteen to eighteen 
passengers, have left here within the past 
ten days for Karachi, in readiness to 
evacuate; if necessary, British residents 
from Kabul. ges: 

The first machine, of the Hinaidi type, 
made a forced landing near the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company s settlement at 
Abadan, but repairs were effected and the 
journey was resumed later, and it arrived 
safely. The two other machines left later, 
and accomplished the two. thousand-mile 
journey in two days. 

It is reported here that the three 
machines were the ones used to eyacuate 
the British, Indian and other women from 
the Ajghan capital.

LOSSES TO LOCAL 
RATES. 


SERIOUS OUTLOOK. 


As. the result of appeals to the. Com- 
missioner of Valuation, railway com- 
panies operating in the Free State have 
secured a total reduction in their. valua- 
tions for rateable purposes of £73,000. 
This represents a sum of two-thirds of a 
penny in the pound on the total valua- 
tion of the-Free State. - 

In June, 1927,.the railway companies 
applied for a redaction in their valuations 
on account of greatly decreased receipts. 
The net receipts are shown in the: follow- 
ing statement :~-

A NEW FORMULA. 


The then Commissioner of Valuation 
considered the matter carefully, and, in 
view of the difficulties which arose. from 
the adoption of the existing practice, con- 
sequent on the great increase on tenants’ 
capital, he decided to make no change in 
the list which he issued on the Ist March, 
1928, pending the production of a new 
formula which was then agitating the 
British railways. The railway companies 
approached the Minister for Finance, 
under whom the Valuation Department 
works, and represented their case there. 

An lrish Times representative was in- 
formed yesterday that the railway com- 
panies can first appeal to the Commis- 
sioner of Valuation; next to the Circuit 
Court ; and on a point of law to a higher 
Court. 


MINISTER’S SUGGESTION. 


The Minister for Finace suggésted that 
th railway companies and the Valuation 
Department should consider and work out 
something in the nature of a formula, 
with the co-operation of the Valuation 
Department in Northern Ireland. As a 
result, a conference was held in Belfast, 
representing all the railway companies 
concerned, and the two Valuation Depart- 
ments, and something in the nature of a 
formula was framed and taken home for 
consideration by the parties interested. 

The formula was not applicable all 
round, but it was éventually agreed by 
the two Valuation Departments that it 
should work out something on the lines 
of the British formula, which was a per- 
centage of the net receipts. These varied 
from 31 per cent. in the London, Midland 
and Scottish group to 56 per cent. in the 
southern group of railways. In Great 
Britain the receipts-for five years were 
taken as a basis, but in Ireland three 
years had always been the standard for 
Valuation. : . 


REDUCTIONS INVOLVED. 

An: attempt was, therefore, made to 
work out a valaation on the net receipts 
for the three years 1925-27. This included 
the disastrous year 1926, in which the 
coal strike seriously affected receipts and 
expenditure, and, therefore, full allowance 
was not madexfor that. year, and the 
valuation was worked out as given in the 
formula.

 NEW YORK, Friday. | 

Mr. Blake, Associate Director of the 
Cunard Line, has written to Mr. O’Connor, 
Chairman of the United States Shipping 
Board, stating that the Board’s action in 
assigning the liner President sevelt to 
the Ward Line—between New York and 
Havana—for competition against» the 
the United 


Canard Line is forbidden’ by 
States Shipping Law of 1910. 

The President Roosevelt begins her trips 
to Havana in about a week's time, and 
is advertised to sail thereafter on the 
7 t Caronia. The 
allocation to the Ward Line of the. Presi. 
dent Roosevelt, Mr. Blake says, is “an 
attempt to restrict foreigh steamship 
companies from freely trading between 
the two countries.” “There have been, 
and ‘are, laws restricting. other ‘countries 
from competing in coastwise trade, but 
never before have there been restrictions 
against international trade.” 7 

Mr. Blake proceeds to remind Mr. 
O Connor that in a telephone conversation 
Mr. O’Connor referred to the President 
Roosovelt as a “fighting ship’—an ex- 
pression applicable to any vessel put into 
a particular trade by a carrier for the 
purpose of excluding, preventing, or re- 
ducing competition by driving another 
carrier out of the trade. “Such employ- 
ment of a ship,” he continues, “is pro- 
hibited in the United States Shipping Law 
under a penalty of 25,000 dollars.” 

The “letter concludes: “Our proper 
recourse in such circumstances as now 
confront us would naturally be to refer | 
the matter to your Board, but, as the 
ship involved is actually the Board’s vessel 
and is put into the trade on the terms 
described above by the Board, we may find 
it necessary, if we are damaged to any 
appreciable extent, to appeal to the Courts 
for relief.” 

The Cunard Line recently decided to 
assign the Caronia to the New York- 
Havana service. This was resented in 
America, and the Shipping Board itself 
retaliated by assigning the President 
Roosevelt—said to be a faster boat—to 
the same service. Moreover, the Ward 
Line, which operates the route, announced 
a reduction in passenger rates in respect 
of all its six vessels and the President 
Roosevelt. 

Meanwhile the Ward Line authorities 
are threatening to carry the issue to 
Congress, and they express the hope that 
Mr. White, Chairman of the House of 
Representatives Merchant Marine Com- 
mittee, will introduce legislation extend- 
ing the present restrictions on the coastal 
carrying trade, so as to exclude the 
Caronia from carrying on a passenger 
service to Cuba. 


IRISH RAILWAY 
WAGES, 


PROPOSAL BY THE 
COMPANIES. 


AN ALL-RO IND “ouT © 


From Oug Lasourn CoRRESPONDENT. 

The Irish Railway Wages Board will 
shortly meet—probably about the middle 
of January—to consider the Associated 
Irish Railways’ proposal for an all- 
round reduction of the wages and salaries 
of their staffs.- Over 16,000 workers on 
all the Irish railways—except the Belfast 
and County Down Railway, which ha: a 
separate agreement, with its employés that 
does not expire until March next—are 
affected by the proposed reductions. 

A little time ago the companies’ demand 
was placed before the Central Wages 
Board, which represents the railways and 
the workers’ trade unions. After a very 
brief discussion no agreément was reached, 
and the matter must now come before 
the Irish Railway Wages Board, on which 
are representatives of the railway com- 
panies, the railway trade unions and the 
users of the railways. 


' THE COMPANIES’ PROPOSALS. 

The proposals briefly are :— 

A 10 per cent. reduction in the waves 
of all the operative grades (with the ex- 
ception of firemen, drivers and cleaners), 
and a 5 per cent. reduction in the salaries 
of stationmasters, clerical staffs (men and 
women), and supervisors. It is suggested 
by the companies that the «reductions 
should be made in two instalments, the 
first to take efiect at once and the second 
three months later. 

Drivers, firemen and cleaners, who are 
all members of the Locomotive Engineers’ 
and Firemen’s Union, are not included in 
the proposals because their wages are 
governed by an award made by the Rail- 
way Wages Board last March, and this 
award, apparently, cannot be revised 
until twelve months have elapsed from 
the date on which it was made. 


THE CASE ON BOTH SIDES. 

Elaborate briefs are being prepared by 
both sides. I understand that the com- 
panies’ case will be based upon the need 
for further economies in the administra- 
tion of the various lines because of falling 
traffic receipts caused by the depression in 
agriculture and industry and the growing 
‘bus competition. ‘They will be able to 
show that substantial economies have been 
effected in recent years, but~ that still 
more are needed.

Like anothér party nearer Be the 
Liberals are at present divided. Some 
have, yielded to emotion, or, pigne, and 
have ehtered intd an alliance with the 
various Swarajist groups who now style 
themselves the Congress Party, with the 
object -of . maintaining and strengthening 
the boycott of the Simon Commission. 
Others, while they deplored the -exclu- 
sivély British cémposition of the Commis- 
sion, did not, end do not, find this a 
sufficient reason for the abandonment of 
the party’s original policy of co-operating 
when possible with the Government of 
India. Allahabad, therefore, seems less 
likely to be the scene of important deci- 
sions than Delhi or Calcutta, where 
the real issue, however ingeniously 
camouflaged, will be the leadership of the 
Congress Party. 

For some time the rivalry between Mr. 
Srinavasa Uyengar and Pandit Motilal 
Nehru, the leader of the ongeeet Party 
in the Legislative Assembly, has become 
acute. The Pandit, to do him justice, 
has always been consistent im his 
advocacy of Dominign status as the only 
racticable objective of the advance of 
ndian nationalism, either now or in the 
near future. But among the rank and 
file, Mr. Iyengar’s advocacy of complete 
independence for India won sufficient 
support to justify Pandit Motilal in ask- 
ing the chief Indian Congress orgamisa- 
tions whether he retained their con- 


fidence.

“VERY GRAVE SITUATION,”

WASHINGTON, Friday. 
With conciliation activities here at a 
stand-still pending replies from Bolivia 
and Paraguay as to whether they would 
accept the draft protocol prepared here 
two days ago, the Paraguayan Legation 


re-occupied Fort Vanguardia in the dis- 
puted territory and advanced their line 
twelve miles further into the interior.

stock, unless, perhaps, it ts of the very heavy 
type adopted in ‘the ‘United States, which 
has specially strengthened steel collision com- 
partments at each end of the coach, is likely 
to prove successful.’’ 

A QUESTION FOR CONSIDERATION. 

With reference to coaching vehicles en- 
tirely of steel, but without a heavy anti- 
collision compartment at each end, now under 
trial by the railway companies, Sir John 
says :—‘‘ It is doubtful how such all-steel 
coaches will behave under very violent shock 
effect, in cases where the force of momentum 
has to be entirely absorbed by the vehicles. 
There is also the difficulty which will exist in 
effecting. thd rescue of passengers enclosed in 
such vehicles. Tf understand that a recent 
method: of -all-steel tubular welded construc- 
tion, which ‘is being tried in France, may 
prove to be both oftective in prevention vf 
deterioration and is likely to provide greater 
strength. 

“The question of the best method of pre- 
venting telescoping of ‘coaching stock as the 
result of collision ig one for serious con- 
sideration by railway companies.”’ 

Sir John states that something more than 
a mere signature to a road book is required 
as proof of a driver’s knowledge of signalling 
inside large station yards. He suggests that 
the term ‘‘calling on ” signal may be mis- 
understood by enginemen, and recommends 
some alteration in the direction of single 
three-aspect light signals.

SHIPBUILDING IN 
BRITAIN. 
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THE OUTEOOK FOR THE 
COMING YEAR. 


i 


Writing in the annual Industria] Review 
number of Zhe Glasgow Herald, published 
to-day, Mr. A. J. Campbell, President of the 
Shipbuilding Employers’ Federation, says 
that with shipbuilders the past year was 
trying and unbalanced. Judged by launch- 
ings alone, it would seem to have been busy 
and successful, but the unemployment figure 
had steadily increased, and the shipyards 
would start the new year with the highest 
workless rate of any of the basic industries. 
The explanation was that 1928 was a year 
of completing orders placed in the two pre- 
céding years, and there was not until the 
closing weeks a sufficient number of new 
orders to secure continuity of employment. 

He notes with satisfaction, however, that 
the bulk of recent cargo-boat, orders. were 
for steamers which would utilise British 
bunker coal instead of imported oil. This, 
with the bringing nearer to practical appli- 
cation of the world use of pulverised fuel, 
would be of decided advantage to the nation. 
Shipowners, too, in view of the experience of 
firms who had gone in earlier for the policy, 
and were able to make it pay, were ordering 
larger and faster cargo vessels. 

-PULVERISED COAL FOR SHIPS. 
Sir William Seager, President of the 
Chamber of Shipping, who also contributes 
an article, says that, as a South Wales 
_Shipowner, he takes a special interest in the 
prosperity of the coal industry and the coal 
export trade. One of its great. difficulties 
was the fact that so many ships had given 
up coal for oil as fuel. 

The recent improvements in marine engines, 
and the promising experiments now proceed- 
ing for the use of pulverised coal as fuel, 
might help to restore coal to its former posi- 
tion in this connection, and he hoped that 
Clyde shipbuilders would play as creat a 
part in the development as they had always 
done in others.

THE ABBEY AT CREEVELEA. 
TO THE EDIPOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Srr,—According to the account given of the 

Franciscan monastery of Creeveiea by the 
Rev. C..P. Meehan, in ‘‘ The Rise and Fall 
of the Irish Franciscan Monasteries,’’ that 
monastery, from its foundation to its ruin; 
was not a hundred years old. The Rev. C. 
P. Meehan “cast into a dramatic shape”’ 
Father Mooney’s Latin manuscript history of 
the Irish Franciscan houses, and Father 
Mooney, who was Provincial of the Irish 


| Franciscans in 1617, ““spent the greater part 


of the year 1608 visiting the’ various monas- 
tei'ies of his Order in Ireland, collecting every 
wa.f and stray that related to their early 
history.” 

He gives the following account of the 
foundation of the Franciscan monastery of 
Creevelea :—*‘ Indeed, I have good reason to 
remember the monastery and church of Bally: 
rourke—or, as some call it, Creeyelea—for it 
was there that I was ordained priest and 
celebrated my first Mass. That once splendid 
monastery was founded in 1508 by Owen 
©’ Rourke, Prince of Breffny, at the instance 
of his wife, Margaret O’Brien, daughter of 
Conor, King of Thomond, and sister of 
Fingalla, the fair-shouldere4, who, as I have 
already told you, was mainly instrumental in 
perecting our venerable house of Donegal. The 
spot which the: Princess of .Brefiny selected 


Boned, within an easy walk of the castle of 
Dromahere ;. and, if we ‘may. credit’ local 
tradition, St. Patrick erected a chiir¢h ón the 
same site, which. is still called Carrig-Phad- 
raig, or Patrick’s Rock. The first 
friars who took possession of Creevelea were 
sent from Donegal; for the Princess Margaret, 
out of affection for her sister, preferred those 
to whom the latter had been such a constant 
and munificent benefactress. The community, 
though small, was well endowed by the 
O'Rourke ; and. as long as that princely family 
ruled their ancient territory, the Franciscans 
of. Creevelea lacked nothing that could con- 
tribute to their peace and. humble maiaten- 
ance, , 

In 1536 **a sad misfortune befell the com- 
munity of Ureevelet; for, in the dead of 
night, when the friars were asleep in their 
cells, a fire broke eut—I know’ not by what 
accident—and burnt down a goodly portion of 
the _ edifice.”” The monastery was only 
partially restored before its suppression, and 
was a complete ruin when Father Mooney 
visited it in 1608.—Yours, etc.,

The Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
has ‘just received a report from Moelfre, in 
y, of the rescue from shipwreck of 
four men on Christmas Day. A gale had 
sprung Rie suddenly, and just before 
seven in evening the coxswain saw flares 
of distress. The lifeboat crew, with most of 
‘the inhabitants of Moelfre, had gone to a 
Christmas concert in a neighbouring village. 
wete at once called out, returning to 
Moelfre in a charabane which had brough: 
a party to the concert, and the lifeboat was 
launched. : 

By that time a gale was blowing, with a 
heavy sea. The liteboat fonnd a ketch 
Henrietta, of Kilkeel, County Down. 
bad anchored, but her anchors were dragging 
and she was in & dangerous position, close to 
the, rocks. Her crew of four were rescued 
and safely brought to Moelfre, which was 
reached half an hour after midnight—too 
late for the lifeboat crew to go back to 
their concert. ,
